BOND ISSUE PLAN

Briefly, the plan is this: The gov­ 
ernor shall appoint a commission of 
expel ieneed business men composed J 
Of iwc» democrats and two republi-| 
cans. 
The governor shall be ex-of-j 
ludo chairman of th*- 
commission. 
Thai commission shall have tile au­ 
thority to issue bond! to the amount 
oi $8<>,OO0,4M)O for the purpose or I 
building a system of ha rd-stir tacet! 
roads in the state, lite roads to be 
designated in the bill upon which the! 
people vote. 
The bonds are to be issued only 
as ttie building requirements demand, 
and shall be retired at tile rate of • 
$2.(Ho),OOO each year. 
It is estimat­ 
ed that tile total amount of the bonds 
will not bo issued sooner than five 
veals, and if the building cannot lie 
completed in that time, a slower fate] 
oi issuance shall bt* made. Of course 
no bonds contemplated in this meas­ 
ure will draw interest until actually 
issued, so. in case $6,000,000 ate is­ 
sued tin* Iirst year, interest will bt* 
paid only on that amount of money 
for the first year, 
lf only $10,000,- 
0UO are issued by the end of the sec­ 
ond year, the interest will be paid 
only 
upon $S,OOO,OOO because $2,- 
000,000 will have been retired at th** 
end of the first year and the inter­ 
est on the amount stops. 
If. at til** 
end of live years, the entire amount 
of $50,000,000 have been issued, we 
will then pay interest only on $42,- 
000.000, for the reason that $s,00o.- 
«>00 of the principal will have been 
retired. 
Bailing the Money.

who know that this is being done, 
and the cry is raised that it we take 
the money out of the gross produc­ 
tion tax to retire til* road bonds, the 
amount will have to be made tip to I 
the state revenue fund out of the ad 
valorem taxes -in other words, we 
Will have to make th** people pay 
more money in general taxes to tim
